'Serious Consideration* Is Be­ 
ing Given to Work, De­ 
clares Executive 


W ASH IN G TO N , Jan. 25.—Criticiz­ 
ing those voicing “ dogmatic 
opposi­ 
tion” to the government army system, 
President Wilson today told the Mary­ 
land branch of the National Security 
League that all departments of the 
government are uniting to formulate 
the best possible system for the coun­ 
try's defense. He opposed compulsory 
universal military service but admit­ 
ted that "physical training is needed.” 
He said that perhaps the real solution 
of the preparedness problem might be 
a standing army of professional sol­ 
diers of sufficient size to give real pre­ 
paredness. 
President 
Wilson’s 
declarations 


were 
made 
to 
representatives who 


called to urge some form of universal 
training. 
He opened his remarks by 


saying that he would have been more 
impressed if the delegation’s conten­ 
tions had been expressed in “ more re­ 
strained language.” 
Opposing compulsory universal ser­ 
vice, President Wilson said that such 
a system “ does not meet the difficul­ 
ties facing the country in its efforts to 
establish an adequate defense.” 
But 


he declared that the legislative and ex­ 
ecutive branches of the government 
were giving "serious consideration” to 
what is the “ wise -thing for the de­ 
fense of the country."

Winter following a disturbance in the 
couple'^ room this morning. 
The hotel guest, immediately after 
he heard Winter leave, telephoned to 
police headquarters. 
A squad of offi­ 
cers and plain-clothes men hurried to 
the hotel and battered down the door. 
Officers Find Woman on 
Blood-Soaked Bed 
Her body nude. her face downward 
on the bed, her face and hair bathed 
in blood, Mrs. Harvey was found by the 
officers 
The sheets of the bed were 
covered with gore. 
There were sev­ 
eral bruises on the woman's body and 
It appeared that her nose had been 
broken. 
W he^ the police broke into the room 
the woman was still living, but she 
died in a few moments. 


A dragnet immediately was spread 
over the city. 
It was 
while officers 
everywhere 
were 
making

rigid 
search that a telephone call reached 
police headquar’ers. 
Th lo call came 
from a friend of W inter’s, who lived 
nine blocks from the hotel where Mrs. 
Harvey was found. 
Officers rushed to the note! to which 
Winter had come an\i placed him un­ 
der arrest. 
It was found that, having 
donned o n ly his outer garments, W in­ 
ter had left the blood-soaked body of 
Mrs. Harvey, lo* ken the door, and had 
run frantically the entire nine blocks 
*o his friend’s hotel. 
Accused Actor Trembles 
When Arrested 
Winter was almost unbalanced w hen 
arrested. 
His hands 
trembled. 
His 
face was ashen. 
He was unable to 
give only the most incoherent answem 
when grilled by the police. 
In jail he insisted that Mrs Harvey 
had a hemorrhage and that this had 
followed a nose-bleed. 
He said that 
bis running from the hotel was merely 
for the purpose of obtaining help. 
The couple had registered at the ho­ 
tel as "J. Hariand and wife,” of Sacra­ 
mento. 
It was found that M m .'H a r­ 
vey never .eft the room and that W in ­ 
ter carried in her meals. 
W inter declared to the police that 
Mrs. Harvey and lie had Intended to 
marry soon.
